Anjw. You made choice of tue beft Topicks to ground 
your Arguments upon ; and if they were conclufive a- 
gain{ft che Captains miltaken | Notions of Honour, they 
would be no lefs againit his Superior Ofthcers under 
the fame Circumftances. The Queftion is not proper- 
y, how he fhou'd avoid Dugrace by not fighting, but 
rather how he fhou'd avoid the Dilgrace of frzhring, 
which is only howourable ( in private Cafes) when the 
Law of Selt-prefervation becomes a Warrant: We 
fhould be always ready to do great Actions, and that 
wou'd fhow we were capable of lets. It the Captain 
uponal! Occafions fhows himtelt willing and ready to 
ferve Their Majefties, in any Expedition his Supertor 
Officers fhall Command him, he can’t want the real] 
Chara&ter of a Wifeand Brave Man, and wili delerve 
better at Their Majefties hands, than by killing one of 
their Subjects fora Trifle, or dying huntelf a Sacrifice 
co Pailion, and the prejudices of Cuftom. 

Lama Chaplain ina certain Fainily, which 
isnor fo Regular and Religious as 1 could wifh ic I

Therefore, Gent. my humble Reque/t 
is to know of you, what I ought to do, neither te betray the 
Ciule of Religion, nor give Offence. I would gladly be f{a- 
tis fied whit 15 the Duty of 4 Ch plan in this, or other Cales, 
ani how far be is obliged to take Care of the Morals of the 
Family he lives in: Your Anjwer may be of uje toa great 
many befide my felf, and ’tis another Grief, that my Cale is 
far from being fingular : I cannot believe that to fay Grace, 
and read Prayers ( now and then when my Patron ts at lei- 
fure) isallthe Duty of achaplain, yer I find we all think we 
bave done enough, when we have done that? 

Anfw. The Pulpit is a priviledg’d place, whereas 
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Cultom has given you Authority to fpeak : So you may 
with that Prudence moderate your Ditcourte, ‘as either 
to accomplith a Reformation, or at leaft acquit your 
felt, and difcharge your own Duty. Righteou{nefs, 
Temperance, and the Fudgment to come, if reaion'd upoa 
as they were almoft feventeea Ages fince, may tind a 
lecond Felix. The Pulpit (as we faid before ) is the 
moft ( fometimes the only ) proper place to convince 
strangers Of their Faults, but private Reti:ements are 
convenient for Friends and Familiars. Thele are Kuies 
of Latitude, but all the World is reducible to one of 
them, and che ‘practice is indifpenfible. 

Quelt. 3. Whence arofe the Cultom of allowing the Benefit 
of the Clergy to fome Offendors, if it was to tran|iribe Ma- 
nufcripts (as fome fay) before the Art of Printing wx 
Known, why is its jtile continued, fince that Reajon is long ago 
cealed ? : 

Anjw. In the Extream times of Popifh Ignorance,

often gave a Latin termination for thefe barbarous 
Words, and there are divers Exainples to be leen in 
the Capitularies of Dagober:, Carloman, Charle s the Great, 
and Charles the Bald. Where we meet with QPorgan 
gcba, Morgen-gift, a Prefent that was given upon meet- 
ing inthe Morning, Kuppela carum, a cuple ot Dodgs. 
Hanis, Mufflos, CAauten Doffels- Gloves, Sleeves. 
Clocca. ROKK. a Bell. Heribergum, Heribergare. Her: 
berg. Werbergen. to harbor or lodge But as the Latin 
Tongue was moft prevalent amongft the Guuls, the 
Franks infentibly forgot their ewn, From this Mixture 
there arofe a pleatant Jargon, of which he gives usa 
Specimen. Charles the Ball, and Lewis King of the 
Germans, had concluded an Alliance at Strasbourg, Charles 
Swore in the German, and Lewis in the Roman Tongue.
